It is a matter of the greatest, impor­ 
tance that our legislature should econ­ 
omise in all matters of public expense 
as far as possible, and as far as ia ®nn 
sistent with the public needs and wel 
fare. 
In doing this it is proper to 
con­ 
sider the demands of the state univer­ 
sity. 
This institution requires a large 
amount of money annually to sustain 
jt, and the demand is increasing. 
The 
demand of the present legislature for an 
additional amounts of money is likely 
to meet with a refusal and it is right too. 
Under the present condition of educa­ 
tional affairs the question arises as to 
whether the people of the state have 
any further need for the state univer 
sity. 
It seems that the tim e has passed 
when it can longer be a necessity, 
or 
even a public convenience. 
There are now several colleges and 
universities in the state where tuition 
is practically, as free as it is at Bloom- 
inpton. 
The faculties of there schools 
are supported from the proceeds of an 
endowment fund that has been pro­ 
vided by the friends of these schools. 
Their buildings and all their scientific 
apparatus and other equipment have 
been furnished from the same source. 
The equipments of these schools is 
being made better all the time through 
private donations and bequests and effi 
ciency is becoming greater year by year. 
There is no lack of opportunities now 
for the young people of the state to ac­ 
quire as complete and thorough classical 
and scientific education in any of these j 
schools as can be had at Bloomington,! 
as free to them as it is at any of the 
state schools and that too without ex­ 
pense to the already over taxed people 


of the state. 
While it is true these schools are un­ 
der the management of the various re­ 
ligious denominations, yet it is also true 
that they are all pratically non sectari­ 
an, so far as »Dy attempt made by the 
faculty or officers of the school to pro 
sel the students of other denominations 
to their particular creed, or faith, 
is 
concerned. 
The apology for the further continu­ 
ance of the State University is that the 
other schools are all scctaiian and we 
ought to have one ton sectarian school 
So far as that L concerned thé advocates 
of a non sectarian school, one that is 
sW’ictly so, have an undoubted right to 
Lava such a school, but they ought to 
have one supported by their own pri 
v .te liberality and enterprise, and not 
c til upon the state to support it for 


them. 
As long as Bloomington can resort to 
the state treasury for funds for support, 
are to build up and maintain a stupen­ 
dous school, but if no better practical 
use, or efficiency than the other schools 
already in existence in many parts of 
the state, they operate as a hinderance 
lo the work and development of these 
other schools. 
It there were no other way to keep 
up a university in our state, where the 
most liberal and thorough education 
could be had than to keep it up at 
the

expense, 
then no 
one 
suppose 
would 
be 
in 
favor 
of 
withholding the m>»t libirxl 
appro­ 
priations for that purpose. 
But such is 
not the case now and the time h is fully 
come when further support from tho 
public treasury to the state university 
at Bloomington ebould in future be 
discontinued. 
As it now is, it is being 
made an overshadowing veil and com­ 
petitor of all the other schools in the 
state, to their great disadvantage, and 
wish no compensating advantage to the

To Indiana Farmers: 
The commit­ 
tee appointed by the Fanners’ National 
Congress to investigate and promote the 
beet-scgar industry respectfully recom­ 
mend to the farmers of Indiana who 
have any considerable amount of black, 
rich land to make a test of the same by 
the growth of a small plat, say half an 
acre or less, in sugar beets, weighing 
and keeping an account of the number 
of tons their land will produce to the 
acre, selecting an average sample and 
sending the same to Purdue University 
for analysis. 
There will be no waste of 
money or time involved in making this 
expiriraen*, as the beets produced will 
supply the best and cheapest possible 
food for stock and especially for milch 
cows. 
When these teste are made by 
the farmers of the state and their results 
made public we can know whet! sr our 
lands are well adapted to the produc­ 
tion of sugar beets, and, if so, we can 
secure the location 
and building o' 
s igar beet factories. 
None but the im 
ported German and French seed should 
be used. 
The average product of beets 
per acre should be ten to twelve tons, 
and the price paid by the factories is 
$5 per ton, giving the farmer $50 to f <(0 
gross aBd $30 to $40 net per acre for 
his land. 
The cost of the beet-sugar 
factory 
is very great, not less than 
$300,<X)0 for a factory that can be oper 
ated at a profit, and such investment 
cannot be secured in such plant until 
the proposed experiment has been made 
and it has been thoroughly demon­ 
strated that our land and climate is 
adapted to the production of beets of 
sufficient sweetness and in sufficient 
q uentity to render the location of a 
large factory profitable. 
The United 
States is paying France and Germany 
about $130,000,000 annually for sugar, 
for the production of which their farm­ 
ers are receiving $30 to $40 per acre for 
their land, while we are selling them 
our wheat and corn at a price which 
yields us but $5 to $6 per acre for our 
lan 1. 
The newspapers of the state are 
requested to give publicity te this and 
to urge upon all farmers of the state 
who hare black, rich lan i to join in 
this experiment.

Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun dried and m ade w ith 
straw . The clay or m ud of w hich the 
brick is m ade is a natural cem ent po 
culiar to the arid plains of New Mexico, 
A rizona, N evada and th a t belt of states 
and territories. 
It is turned out in th* 
m ost prim itive m anner, and the Blu« 
Island brickm aker w ho m ight happen 
upon a half breed or M exican ’dob« 
brickm aker would view the operatic» 
w ith am usem ent or d isg u st K iln bum 
ed brick, m ade of blue clay, however, 
would not m eet the requirem ents im ­ 
posed by the clim atic conditions of those 
countries w here adobe brick is used. 
Iu sum m er an adobe house is cool; in 
w inter it is warm . Its thick w alls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun dried brick is soft com pared to 
the kiln dried article, it does not crum ­ 
ble, and it stands for ages. 
A m an who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was m uch interested in the 
'dobe houses. 
F or w eeks he inquired 
and searched for a ’dobe house in the 
hands of the builders. 
A t length in 
Santa Fe he stum bled upon a couple of 
men stam ping w ith th eir bare feet upon 
d a y in a wooden fram e. 
Ho inquired 
and found th a t he was looking upon twe 
Mexicans m aking adobe brick. 
In d© 
icribiug the process he said: 
“ The men actually dug up the ’dob« 
mud from the bottom of the ditch which 
ikirtod the road. 
They m ixed it, or, as 
wc say, ‘tem ptred’ it w ith w ater until 
it whs of a stiff, clavey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
»hort pieces and mixed it w ith the clay, 
and their m aterial w as ready to mak* 
into brick. 
A wood fram e laj on the 
ground. This fram e was filled w ith th« 
’dobe m ud mixed w ith hay, and one of 
the men got into the fram e and stamped 
the m ud down w ith his bare feet, at 
tho sam e tim e tam ping it w ith a stick. 
A fter the fram e w as packed hard h» 
tcraped the surplus m ud off w ith • 
stick, so th a t the top surface w as level 
w ith the uppor edgvs of the fram e, aud 
then lifting the fram e from the clay h» 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
and stood it on its edge. The next brick 
lie m ade he leaned against the first ono, 
and soon he had a dozen large bricks— 
each tw ice as w ide and long and thick 
as an ordinary brick—drying iu the 
sun. One of the me.u told me th a t tho 
bricks w ould be ready to lay in three t>T 
four days, and th at they used the mud 
which the bricks are m ade of for th* 
plaster. 
“ The w alls of an adobe house are verj 
thick, som etim es tw o or three feet, and 
In the ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of th a t region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
they reach the roof. The roof is support­ 
ed on WOed£M be;uns, laid edgewise on 
the Avails, and the bricks are b u iU u p 
level w ith the top of the beams between 
the tim bers, leaviug the edge of the 
rafters exposed. 
The roof has a slight 
slant, and is m ade of adobe bricks. 
W hen it rains, the w ater soaks into the 
roof bricks, but docs not begin to drip 
down into the rooms below u n til the 
rain is over. Then the fam ily moves out 
un til the w ater is through w ith its 
dripping. I saw' an adobe house in Santa 
F e w hich w as built in the sixteenth 
century, aud, so far as I could see, th© 
w alls were as strong and good as any 
house around there. 
“ W alls are built of stone, plastered 
w ith adobe cement, if I m ay so call it, 
and such w alls are strong and solid. 
I 
sppposc if that country had half as m uch 
rai» r>s falls in Chicago the ’dobe house» 
would after a tim e crum ble away, but 
the average year in New Mexico jj 
m ade up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 day» w hen sunshine predom inate! 
and only 89 days of cloud, so th a t tha 
rainfall does not am ount to m uch more 
than a good sized fall of dew. ” 
It i& estim ated th a t an adobe house 
oosts about $ 1 0 0 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this m aterial w hich 
oost ne t less than $80,000 to construct 
When the “ A m ericans” sefftled in New

The commit­ 
tee appointed by the Farmers’ National 
Congress to investigate and promote the 
beet-augar industry respectfully recom­ 
mend to the farmers of Indiana who 
have any considerable amount of black, 
rich land to make a test of the same by 
the growth of a small plat, say half an 
acre or less, in sugar beets, weighing 
and keeping an account of the number 
of tons their land will produce to the 
acre, selecting an average sample and 
sending the same to Purdue University 
for analysis. 
There will be no waste of 
■nney or time involved in making this 
expirirnen*. as the beets produced will 
supply the best and cheapest possible 
food for stock and especially for milch 
cows. 
When these tests are made by 
the farmers of the state and their results 
made public we can know whet! sr our 
lands are well adapted to the produc­ 
tion of sugar beets, and, if so, we can 
secure the location 
and building O' 
sugar beet factories. 
None but the im 
parted German and French seed should 
be used. 
The average product of beefs 
per acre should be ten to twelve tons, 
and the price paid by the factories is 
$5 per ton, giving the farmer 850 to 1**0 
gross and $30 to $40 net per acre for 
his land. 
The cost of the beet-sugar 
factory 
is very great, not less than 
$300,000 for a factory that can be oper­ 
ated at a profit, and such investment 
cannot be secured in such plant until 
the proposed experiment has been made 
and it has been thoroughly demon­ 
strated that our land and climate is 
adapted to the production of beets of 
sufficient sweetness and in sufficient

Architectural engineering is a branch 
Of the gentle airt of making mud pies in 
the land where the adobe houses grow. 
Sn the land of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so rare that it is marked w ith a 
red cross, the native contractor and 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
strength of material, the crushing lim it 
of tubular columns and the wind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. 
He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross sections and elevations, nor does 
he w hittle down his figures to tho finest 
point so as to come under some other 
contractor’s bid. 
He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
strikes the “ dobe m ud,” and in a short 
time he is ready to \/Cgin constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick houses, bot 
I the brick is sun dried and made with 
! Straw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement po 
cu Ii ar to the arid plains of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of states 
and territories. 
It is turned out in the 
most prim itive manner, aud the Blue 
Island brickmaker who might happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican ’dobe 
brickmaker would view the operation 
w ith amusement or disgust. Kiln burn­ 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however,

countries where adobe brick is used. 
In summer an adobe house is cool; in 
winter it is warm. Its thick walls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
Hie sun dried brick is soft compared to 
the kiln dried article, it does not crum­ 
ble, and it stands for ages. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested in the 
'dots' houses. 
For wt-eks he inquired 
sud searched for a ’dobe house in the 
hands of the builders. 
At length in 
Bauta Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with their bare feet upon 
clay in a wooden frame. 
Ho inquired 
and found that he was looking upon twc 
Mexicans making adobe brick. 
In do 
scribing the process he said: 
“ The men actually dug up the ’dobe 
mud from the bottom of the ditch which 
ikirted the road. They mixed it, or, ai 
we say, ‘tempered’ it w ith water until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
abort pieces und mixed it with the clay, 
and their m aterial was ready to make 
into brick. 
A wood frame laj on the 
ground. This frame was filled w ith th* 
’Hobo mud mixed w ith hay, and one of 
the men got into the frame and stamped 
the mud down w ith bis bare feet, at 
the same time tamping it w ith a stick. 
After the frame was packed hard h* 
scraped the surplus mud off with rn 
stick, Ko that the top surface was level 
with the upper edges of the frame, and 
then lifting the frame from the clay ht 
carried the brick to ouo side of the road 
and stood it on its edge. The next brick 
he made he leaned against the first oho, 
and soon ho had a dozen large bricks— 
each twice as wide and long and thick 
as an ordinary brick—drying in th* 
sun. On<* of the men told me that tho 
bricks would be ready to lay in three ot 
four days, and that they used the mud 
which the bricks are made of for th* 
plaster. 
“ The w alls of an adobe house are verj 
thick, sometimes two or three feet, aud 
In the ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
tin y reach the roof. The roof ^support­ 
ed on wooden beams, laid edgewise on 
the walls, and the bricks are b u iltu p 
level w ith the top of the beams between 
the timbers, leaving the edge of the 
rafters exposed. 
The roof has a slight 
Hunt, and is made of adobe bricks. 
When it rains, tho water soaks into th* 
roof bricks, but does not begin to drip 
down into the rooms below until the 
rain is over. Then the family moves out 
until tho water is through w ith its 
dripping. I saw’ an adobe house in Santa 
Fe v hich was built in the sixteenth 
century, and, so far as I could see, th* 
walls were as strong and good as any 
house are min there. 
“ Walls are built bf stone, plastered 
with adobe cement, if I may so call it, 
aud such w alls are strong aud solid. I 
suppose if that country had half as much 
rain lh falls in Chicago the ’dobe houses 
would after a tim* crumble away, hut 
the average year in New Mexico is 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 days when sunshine predominates 
and only SU days of cloud, so that th* 
rainfall does not amount to much more 
than a good sized fall of dew. ’' 
It it estimated that an adobe bons* 
seats about $100 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this material which 
*o«t net h *s than $30,000 to construct 
When the “ Americans’’ settled in New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and tho 
lower part of California they accepted 
tho ire dess condition of the country 
sud built their houses of ’dobe* mud.— 
Chicago Record.
